Indianapo lis, Feb. 2 (/P)—Iden­ 
tical bills pro v iding fo r a drastic 
reo rganizatio n o f the state go v ­ 
ernm ent and giv ing wide po wers 
to Go v erno r Pau l V. M cNu tt in 
effecting the reo rganizatio n were 
passed to day in the senate and 
ho u se o f the Indiana general as­ 
sembly .

u re by a v o te o f 80 to 15 the sen­ 
ate co mpleted actio n o n its bill, 
passing it by 39 to 7 .

It 
will then go to the go v erno r. The 
ho u se bill likely will be kept in 
the hands o f a senate co m m it­ 
tee u ntil the end o f the sessio n.

Washington, Feb. 2 (/P)—A d e­ 
termination to clamp a lid on 
d ebate and cu t fed eral appropri­ 
ations with a sharper knife was 
ev id ent in the Senate tod ay as 
it became more apparent that 
v irtu ally nothing besid es su pply 
bills wou ld get throu gh Congress 
before March 4. 
Negotiations were in progress 
to limit d ebate on all appropria­ 
tion 
bills 
and 
some 
general 
agreement was pred icted . The 
Senate worked y esterd ay writh 
little su ccess u nd er a fifteen- 
minu te ru le. Then Senator La- 
follette (R., Wis.) plead ed for 
d ay and night sessions. 
Lafollette asked for a sy stem­ 
atic program, one which wou ld 
d ev ote the afternoons to action 
on money bills and nights to 
legislation on u nemploy ment re­ 
lief, prohibition repeal and beer 
legalization. 
Lead ers saw no chance for 
su ch a broad program, bu t were 
inclined to believ e it wou ld be 
the basis of a general agreement 
to throw the Senate machinery 
into high gear for the few re­ 
maining d ay s of the short ses­ 
sion. 
Meanwhile, the Hou se went 
ahead on its six th appropria­ 
tion bill, one prov id ing a bil­ 
lion d ollars for ind epend ent of­ 
fices with most of it earmarked 
for war v eterans. There was lit­ 
tle prospect any big cu ts wou ld 
be -mad e. 
Difficu lties in the way of con­ 
trov ersial featu res, prospectiv e 
v etoes and the general piled -u p 
jam tod ay ind icated that su ch 
legislation as farm and u nem­ 
ploy ment relief, bankru ptcy re­ 
form, prohibition repeal, beer 
legalization and d rastic econo­ 
my proposals wou ld be d u mped 
into the spring special session 
along 
with 
bu d get-balancing 
rev enu e n\easu res, inflation pro­ 
posals and other im portant bills. 
The Senate tod ay faced a v ote 
on a mov e by Senator Bratton 
(D., N. M.) to cu t all appropria­ 
tion bills by 5 per cent. He mad e 
the proposal y esterd ay , bu t was 
ru led ou t of ord er by the chair. 
Bratton appealed and a v ote was 
in ord er tod ay . 
B ratton’s mov e by which he 
hopes to sav e $130,000,000 on all 
d epartments, 
came 
after 
the 
Senate eliminated $19,000,000 in 
the treasu ry -postoffice bill for 
maintenance of the air mail ser­ 
v ice. Senator Robinson of Ar­ 
kansas, the Democratic lead er, 
pu t this cu t throu gh after an 
earlier attem pt to slash the 
fu nd s by half had been beaten. 
“We talk here d ay after d ay 
abou t red u cing appropriations, 
and we d o nothing,” Robinson 
said . “We appropriate $19,000,- 
000 for a serv ice which at best 
is d ispensible. . . . If we can’t 
stop su bsid ies it is foolish for u s 
to talk abou t economy .” 
In plead ing for d ay and night 
sessions, Lafollette said : 
“Nev er in the recent history 
of this bod y has legislativ e pro­ 
ced u re been in su ch a hopeless 
tangle. This cou ntry faces the 
grav est crisis in all history . 
“People are hu ngry and starv ­ 
ing in the mid st of plenty .

It isn’t ju st by u sing a fig u re of speech th a t we 
ca n say this m an was one of the world’s richest 
men. For all the fact th a t his estate wou ld only 
bring $400 in the m arket, he wrote the kind of 
will th a t few men cou ld write; and he was able 
to write it becau se he had the kind of w ealth 
tha t few m en su cceed in amassing . 
He had, in short, a thorou g hly happy life; he 
ha d lov e and friendship in abu ndance; and when 
he cam e to the end he was able to th ank God 
tha t he ha d liv ed. Cou ld any m ortal a sk for 
a ny thing more? 
Yet su ch riches, after all, aren’t q u ite as rare 
a s we su ppose. To be su re, they aren’t often 
g a rnered by the wealthy and the famou s. They 
fa ll, mo re often, by some kind of div ine ju stice, 
into the laps of people who nev er had larg e bank 
a cco unts, or saw their nam es in the headlines, or 
ex perienced the lu x u ry of hiring less fortu nate 
fo lk to do their work for them.

The re-establishm ent of credit wou ld follow. 
Credit is necessarily based on the activ ity and 
earning power of any concern or indiv idu al. The 
g reat bu y ing power of these idle dollars wou ld 
au tom atically establish credit for those who need 
it. 
Pu t y ou r idle dollars to work. There nev er was 
a tim e when y ou cou ld g et more for them and 
possibly nev er a time when they wou ld do more 
g ood for ev ery one concerned.
